THE FRONT, BACK AND SLEEVES— Work as given 

for Pullover with Round Neck. 

THE POLO COLLAR —Work as given for Pullover 
with Round Neck to **. 

Rep. 1st round until work measures 5 [B —5] [C —6] 
[D —6] [E —6] ins. from commencement. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

TO MAKE UP —With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing and 
a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up 
side and sleeve seams. Fold collar to right side. 
Finally, press all seams. 
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
